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mity, muft fplit upon this Rock, 
muft have the Brits full in their 
Way; it is not that I defire it, but 
the Nature of the Thing is fuch, it 
annot be otherwife. soe

_ Is it fic any fingle Prince in the 
World fhould arrive at Power ¢- 
nough to Subdue all the reft:? No, 
not Britain icfelf, all the reft ought 
to Arm againft us, and pull us 
down, if we aim’datit: And I 
affirm, fhould Prince Eugene, or any 
Prince elfe, at the Head of the 
Imperial Army Reduce France and 
Recover Spain, and the Dutch join, 
they are able to Conquer the whole 
Univerfe; and will a Profpe& of 
this fuffer any Nation Concern‘d as 
we are in the Peace of Exrope, to fit 
till? —— No, the Dutch know it 
cannot be, they would not fit {till 
in the fame Cafe, and therefore un- 
lefs eur Hands can be found other 
Employment, ‘yoy may depend up- 
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‘ot it, the Dstch fee fo much of 
what Icall'd « Necefi'y of aWar with 


England, if they go on, that they 
will never make the Attempt. 
The French King has now put 
Dunkirk into our Hands, fome have 
faid we have got the Maidenhead 
of his Vertue, and that he has, for 
the firft time, kept his Parole , but 
let that alone to the Sons of Scan- 


dal to be merry with; by this A- 


Gion, the King of France has put 
the Ballance into the Queen’sHands, 
and the Peace may, for the future, 
be of her own making — Nay, it 
will be of her Majefty’s own ma- 
king, for whatever the Queen fays 
muft be'done, the King of France 
ina manner, muft do :1 know fome 
think the Confederates haye’ fome 
Advantage by the going off of the 
Auxiliary Troops, and by the Bri- 
tifh Froops being difpers’d at fuch 
remote diftance, and in fo many 


Places ; but fhould the Councils that — 


prevail for this Campaign, . think 
fit to talk of it another Year, I doubt 
they wiilfee anotherFace of Things, 
and this makes me fay, as before, 


that I expe& a ftop to all thefe fu- — 
rious Meafures, from the Wifdom 


and Prudence of the Dugch. 

At the fame time, I expeé and 
hope from the Prudence of the Bri- 
tifh Counfels, that whatever other 
Demands the Dutch have ta make, 
which are Reafonable to be grant- 
ed, her Majefty will Concern -her- 
felf, fo far for their Interef, as to 
procure them the beft Conditions 
fhe can, and to obtain for them e. 
very Thing that is Juft and Rea-

and this is what is not only eafe to 
be, but probable, and I doubt not {till 
will be the Iffue of all thefe Divi- 


- fions, if the Divifions among our- 


felves do not fatally prevent it. 

_ What thofe People propofe, that 
ae againft this Conclufion, who 
‘would have the Dutch rejeé all the 
Schemes for fuch an Accommodati- 
on, and would have them bid Us 
Defiance, and carry on the War 
without Us; and what they ima- 
gin will be the Confequence of fuch 
Things, I know not; neither can 
the Whymfie of our ftanding Neu- 
ter, in Cafe of a War, be fupport- 
ed by any manner of Rational Con- 
fequences; Jet them look back and 
teH us, when did ever France and 
the States fight, and England ftand 
Neuter ?—— The late King “lli- 
am, whofe Opiniomis now out of 
Date among Us, always faid it was 
impoffible, and Sir William Temple 
gives us a very good Account of it 
on anothér Occafion ; when the late 
King William, then Prince of Orange, 
was in England, Courting bs Queen, 
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- fonable + This is the Way on both 
‘Sides, to prevent the Fate of Ex- 
rope, to Reduce Exorbitant Power 


then the Princef Mary, and finding 
the Court not dealing Candidly 


with him, and the whole Matter — 


breaking off, the Prince faid to 
Sir William Temple, ** That he re- 
“ folved to be gone Home in two 
“ Days, if the King continued of 
‘* the Mind he was then in, ec. ” 
But that before hg went, the King 
muft choofe how they fhould live 
here after, for he was fure ic muft 
be-either like the greateft Friends 
or the greateft Enemies. Vid. Temp. 
‘Mem. pag. 294. \t cannot be other- 
wife, the Interefts of Great Britain 
were always folnterwoven one with 
another,, that it is impoffible they 
fhould take oppofite Meafures, and 
not fall out ; if they ceafe to a& in 
Concert; they muft aé& againft one 
another ——And this made me fay, 
and ftill makes me fay, that if the 
Britifh makePeace without theDatel, 
or the Dutch make War without the 
Britifh, they will fall foul of one a- 
nother, by Confequence it cannot 
be otherwife. 

Let thofe-then thac would not 
have a War with the Dutch, confi- 
der of it, and refle& how they 
prompt the Dutch to carry on this 
War without us, and let thofe who 
are tender of the Proteftant Succefli- 
on, remember, that nothing can 
bring Us into fo precarious a Po- 
fture, asa War with the Dutch , let 
not fuch think to excufe themfelves, 
by laying the Blame on the Mini- 
ftry, and upon «he Changiog the 
Miniftry : Tho’ that may have been 
a Caufe one Way, themfelves will 
be the Caufe another Way, and 
what is it to us who we are Ruin’d 
by, if we are Ruin’d? The
